Recent rapid increases in fuel costs have focused attention on migration and the viability of remote rural 
Alaska communities. This report reviewed existing studies and data sources relating to the economic and 
social viability of remote rural Alaska communities * We looked for possible linkages between high fuel 
costs and migration. 

Our review indicates the following: 



• Migration from smaller places toward larger places is an ongoing phenomenon that is more 
noticeable when birth rates drop; 

• There is no systematic empirical evidence that fuel prices, by themselves, have been a definitive 
cause of migration; 

• The pursuit of economic and educational opportunities appear to be a predominant cause of 
migration; 

• Currently available survey data are not sufficient to definitively determine other reasons for 
migration, which could include concerns about public safety and/or alcohol abuse; 

• Most of the survey data pre-date the latest rapid increase (2006-2008) in fuel prices. 

We suggest several ways that better data could be collected on community viability and the reasons for 
migration. 

We conclude that fuel costs matter, but they do not seem to be a definitive driver of migration. However, 
because migration appears to be related to earnings, the people who are hardest hit by high fuel costs 
may be least able to afford to move. The problem of high fuel costs is an urgent challenge that needs to 
be addressed, irrespective of the complex effects of fuel prices on migration.

AFN FISH AND WILDLIFE COMMISSION PROPOSAL 

At their May 13 tFl full board meeting, AFN approved, in concept, a proposal to create a 
federally funded Alaska Native Fish and Wildlife Commission. 

Ahtna CEO Ken John introduced this measure. It now goes to AFN's legislative 
committee for review and more work on the language. 

I requested a copy but was told that AFN is not ready to release it, 

Here are what appear to be some of the basic elements of the proposal: 

• AFN will ask Congress to invoke "constitutional" authority over Native lands. The 
argument: state management of fish and wildlife is detrimental to the subsistence 
way of life. 

• AFN will seek an amendment to the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act to create 
an Alaska Native Fish and Wildlife Commission. 

• The Secretary of Interior and Secretary of Agriculture would work with the 
Commission to establish a co-management structure 

• The Commission would be funded by the Interior Department - to provide support 
staff and fish and wildlife monitoring. 

• The Commission would oversee fish and wildlife management on Native 
allotments and Native corporation lands. This includes regional and village 
corporations. 

• Regional and village corporations could opt out - or restrict use of their lands. 

• Initially, the Secretary of Interior would help to negotiate a co-management 
structure. Regional advisory councils would be part of this process. The state 
would be invited as a non-voting member. 

• One a co-management structure is set up, a commission would be appointed, with 
one member from each of the 12 ANCSA regions. 

> Under ANCSA, Native corporations received about 46 million acres - so 
combined with Federal land, this would remove a lot of land out of state control 

Spoke with Ken Johns during a break. He said in the Ahtna region alone, his proposal 
would move about 2 million acres out of state control. 

Johns said this proposal was bom out of frustration over the state's handling of Nelchina 
moose and caribou hunts. He opposes ADF&G's income limits on Tier II Subsistence 
permits. 

During the meeting, other AFN Board members voiced support, citing: 

• Frustration over ADF&G enforcement 
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• Claims that subsistence hunters are harassed by Fish and Wildlife Protection Officers 
■ Fees for permits that, with the high cost of fuel, have become increasingly burdensome. 

What kind of legs this proposal will get remains to be seen, but it will no doubt increase 
pressure on ADF&G.

On Friday, the Interior Department will announce its decision = concerning the 
Northeast planning area of NPR-A. Apparently, the = decision will preclude oil 
and gas leasing in a sensitive area around the = northern portion of Teshepuk 
Lake while allowing leasing further = south. This should not be a problem for the 
oil industry, which has = shown no particular interest in the prohibited area.

Politicians look east for natural gas customers

ANCHORAGE, Alaska -- A delegation of Alaska political figures is just back from a trip to 
China. Their mission was to find out if there's a market for Alaska natural gas in the Far 
East. 

They say they'll use what they found out to put pressure on Gov. Sarah Palin in the 
upcoming battle over the gas pipeline project. 

The group included former Gov. Wally Hickel and House Speaker John Harris, who says the 
trip convinced him even more that an all-Alaska gas line is the best choice. 

"Alaskans would benefit more by that, by being able to sell their gas to those folks at a 
higher price than we could sell it to the United States," Harris said. 

The Alaska political figures met in Beijing with leaders of China's giant energy company 
Sinopec and in Tokyo with representatives of Mitsubishi Corporation, Tokyo Electric and 
Tokyo Gas. 

Harris says the message was the same at each stop — the Far East is clamoring for Alaska 
natural gas. 

"We came away with the feeling, and I think they're gonna be writing it down in a letter 
to the governor, that they would take all the gas we could provide as soon as we could 
provide it in the form of liquefied natural gas," Harris said. 

Harris says Gov. Hickel hopes to meet with Gov. Palin soon to discuss the China trip and 
to push again for an all-Alaska pipeline project that could ship liguefied gas to domestic 
and foreign markets. 

"Many people voted for this governor based upon the fact they thought she was gonna be an 
advocate for an all-Alaska gas line," Harris said. "That doesn't seem like that's the case 
now. " 

The Palin gas line team says the bid from TransCanada for a pipeline to the Lower 4 8 was 
the only proposal to meet the requirements of the governor's Alaska Gasline Inducement 
Act, or AGIA. 

"We've said all along that (liquefied natural gas) needs to be looked at closely before we 
can make a decision on the TransCanada license," Revenue Commissioner Patrick Galvin said. 
"It has been a significant part of the analysis." 

Galvin is a member of the governor's gas line team and says the all-Alaska route is still 
being reviewed. 

"We believe that we're taking a look very even-handedly at all issues and we want to make 
sure our decision is one that goes to maximizing the benefits of Alaskans," Galvin said. 
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"We're leaving the door open for all options." 

Harris says after making the trip, he believes Alaska's energy future lies in the Far 
East, not across the Canadian prairie. 

"I think a project that goes through Alaska and provides gas for Alaskans and provides 
jobs for Alaskans and not Canadians is the best way to go," he said. "That fight will 
place in another few days." 

The Palin administration is scheduled to announce next week if it will recommend the 
TransCanada bid. State lawmakers are due back in Juneau for a special session on the gas 
line project early next month.
